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DETAILED ACTION 
Reason for Allowance 

1 . Claims 20-23 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art do 
not teach or render obvious a method for making a floating gate transistor for a non- 
volatile memory device on a semiconductor substrate comprises all the steps as 
claimed in claim 20. Specially, Prior art do not teach or render obvious the step of 
forming a second layer of material of a second type whose electron affinity lies 
intermediate to those of the first layer and the floating gate region for developing a first 
potential barrier between the semiconductor substrate and the gate oxide layer, and for 
developing a second different potential barrier between the floating gate region and the 
gate oxide layer.
